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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner maintains that a proper USC 103 
rejection was made. An affidavit will not be submitted because no outside knowledge was used to combine the teachings of Hutter and 
Becker. The teachings of Hutter and Becker are well known in the art. Hutter's DVD player does not contain secure memory. It is 
desireable to protect the memory inside a DVD player because it is suspectible to pirating. Hutter explicitly teaches protecting the 
internal memory of electronic devices. Therefore, it would be advantageous to protect the internal memory of Hutter's DVD players with 
the security features of Becker. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to employ the 
teachings of Becker within the system of Hutter because it would protect the data while being decoded and manipulated inside the DVD 
player prior to being outputted in analog form. 
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
